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DETAILS : 

I, PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 

A. Citizenship Status 

On January 26, 1959, Newark T-l advised that he 
has received no new information concerning further approval 
of his case against RIELA which approval is necessary for 
a revocation of RIELA's citizenship and his possible 
deportation. 

B. Interview with Subject 

The foll owing information concerning the subject 
was reported by SA | l who with SA BERTIE J. 

WRISTON, JR,, went to the Newarker Motel, Route 1, Newark, 

New Jersey, on January 16, 1959 in connection with an 
investigation in another matter: 

Upon entering the motel office the Agents were 
greeted by an individual who identified himself as "famous 

TONY RIELA". SA|_I asked RIELA what he meant by "famous" 

and RIELA stated that he had attended a meeting in New York 
State which made him famous. RIELA was cordial to the Agents 
and agreed to furnish them the information which they desired 
in connection with the investigation at hand, but asked the 
Agents to return on January 19, 1959 at which time he woul$i 
:m$ke this information available. 

On January 19, 1959, SAS l ~1 and WRISTON again 

contacted RIELA at the above motel. During the course of 
conducting their official investigation RIELA engaged them 
in conversation concerning his real estate transactions. 

Most of this conversation was innocuous in that RIELA went 
to great lengths to explain- how hard he worked to build his 
motels and obtain trie necessary money and equipment. SA 
I asked RIELA of what country he was a native and 
RIE LA replie d that he came from Italy about 30 years ago and 
had I I He was asked to furnish any information in 

his possession con cerning his criminal activities, whereupon 
RIELA requested SA||to write the question on a piece 
of paper and that he would then give this question to his 
attorney for a decision as to whether or not he should answer 
the question. This offer was declined by the Agents. 
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RIELA was then asked to cooperate with the Agents 
and furnish information which would he of value to the 
United States Government since the Agents knew that he had 
this information in his possession. He was told that infor¬ 
mation was desired concerning the meeting at Apalachin, 

New York,, which he had admitted attending, RIELA’s facial 
§^pression made a noticeable change and a peculiar expression 
d.ame info his eyes, RIELA claimed that he went to Apalachin, 
jLNTew York to visit a sick friend at which point RIELA was 
informed that the Agents did not believe him and that they 
did not appreciate a silly answer like that and it only 
tended to make him appear childish in furnishing such an 
answer. The Agents complimented RIELA on his intelligence 
and attempted to flatter him and RIELA gave every indication 
that his ego was easily inflated. The conversation was 
continued for a few moments with RIELA doing most of the 
talking in bragging about how he had cared for poor people 
from time to time when they asked for assistance. 

II. COURT RECORD 


According to information received from the Albany 
Office, the December 6, 1958 issue of the "Binghamton Press”, 
Binghamton, New York, stated FRANCIS CLOHESSY, Tioga County 
Judge, Owego, New York, extended the date of December 22, 
1958, on which the subject was scheduled to begin his 60 
day sentence, to February 26, 1959. This information would 
indicate that RIELA has received a delay in presenting his 
appeal.

According to the May 21, 1959 edition of the "Newark 
Evening News", RIELA v/as one of four Jerseyans indicted by 
a Federal Grand Jury in New York on charges of conspiring to 
obstruct justice by refusing to discuss what went on at 
Apalachin. RIELA was arrested on May 21, 1959, photographed 
and fingerprinted at Newark, New Jersey Police Department 
and arraigned in D. 3. District Court, Newark, New Jersey 
before USDJ REYNIER J. WORTENDYKE, JR. He set his bail at 
$15,000 returnable to USDC, Foley Square, New York City at 
10:30 A.M., May 22, 1959. 

At 2:53 P.M., May 21, 1959, RIELA was observed by 
Bumu Agents operating his car in the vicinity of his Airport 
Motel, Newark, New Jersey. 
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The aforementioned article states that the Honorable 
CHESTER A. WEIDENBURNER, U. S. Attorney, Newark, New Jersey 
advised that RIELA was charged with giving false testimony 
to the New Jersey State Police and Newark Police Department 
about November 18, 1957. 

The article further reflects that the above indict¬ 
ment and arrest was part of a coast to coast roundup of 27 
big name racketeers who attended the November 1957 gangland 
convention in Apalachin, New York. 

The May 22, 1959 edition of the "Newark Star 
Ledger" reflects that RIELA along with seven other New 
Jersey hoodlums, four of whom are named as co-conspiritors, 
had appeared before a Mercer County, New Jersey Grand Jury 
which testimony helped lead to the above indictment. This 
newspaper quotes the indictment charges as follows: 

"It was part of the conspiracy that the 
defendants and their co-conspiritors by false, 
fictitious and evasive testimony and by other 
contumacious conduct and by the commission of 

perjury, did conceal from . Grand Juries 

and other investigative bodies and agencies of 
the United States the fact that the (Apalachin) 
meeting, the number and identities of persons 
who were present ..... the conversations and 
other events which took place and all other 
material circumstances surrounding the said 
occasion." 

According to this article, the defendants face 
up to five years in prison and a $10,000 fine if convicted. 

The basis for the above charges and the penalty 
are more clearly defined in an article appearing in the 
May 22, 1959 edition of the "Newark Evening News" which 
reflects that MILTON WESSEL, Special Assistant to the 
Honorable WILLIAM P. ROGERS, Attorney General of the United 
States obtained the indictment from the Federal Grand Jury 
in New York "having lumped together the fantastic tales 
told by the hoodlums after they had been found at the 
Apalachin, New York mansion of JOSEPH BARBARA, SR. and 
called them a deliberate violation of Title IS, Sections 
1503 and 1621 of the U. S. Code", which provides that whoever 
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corruptly "influences, obstructs or impedes or endeavors to 
influence, obstruct or impede the due administration of 
justice shall be fined not more than $5,000 or sentenced 
to not more than five years or both.” 

The May 22, 1959 edition of the"NewS' further re¬ 
flects that at his arraignment in USDC, New York City RIELA 
was released in a reduced bail of $7,500 by USDJ GREGORY F. 
NOONAN inasmuch as RIELA is currently free in $10,000 bail 
on a contempt conviction in Owego, New York.

The complaint was filed by United States Attorney Chester A. 

Weidenburner of Newark, after investigators of the United States Immigra¬ 
tion and Naturalization Service produced evidence tending to show Riela 
obtained naturalization by concealment of material facts and wilful mis¬ 
representation concerning such matters as his place of birth, date and 
place of entry into the United States, and his marital status. 

Riela, incidental to naturalization, claimed birth August 5, 1896 at 
Terra Nova, Italy, and claimed he last entered the United States at New 
York on July 8 , 1932, aboard the SS "Guglielmo Pierce," that he was not 
married and had no children, and that his name was Pietro Riela. 

The complaint alleged that a certificate of arrival, submitted by 
Riela when he applied for naturalization as Pietro Riela in 1930, did not 
relate to him, but to another person who arrived on the date shown in the 
document. No record could be found to establish how or when Riela entered

Records of the Newark, New Jersey, Police Depart¬ 
ment, No. 67510, New Jersey State Police No. 511559, review¬ 
ed on December 4, 1957, reflect that the subject was arrested 
on November 9, 1955, by the Newark Police on two warrants.

Newark is not in possession of this pertinent 
information. In this regard, RIELA is known to have been 
closely associated with JOSEPH BONANNO and his son, SALVATORE 
BONANNO, in the ownership of the Airport Motel several years 
ago. RIELA in interview 8/21/61 by Bureau Agent admitted this 
former association with JOSEPH BONANNO in the Airport Motel. 
Records of Incorporation at Trenton, New Jersey, revealed 
that as late as September, 1960, SALVATORE BONANNO was listed 
as Treasurer of the Airport Motel. This motel was sold by 
RIELA to Bat Shoppes, Incorporated, in April, 1961, for
